Beverly Hills Saves Nearly Million
In Taxes Since Separation From
Los Angeles City School District

Beverly Hills taxpayers started shaking hands with them-
selves all over again this week when they learned they had saved
more, than $900,000 in high school levies since 1935, according to
a report submitted to the- board of education by E. J. Hummel,
deputy superintendent of Beverly Hills schools.
¥ ‘“This saving was made possi-

fon  in the district but je
“strangely influenced” by the
delegation’s request for an elec-
tion.

A member of the group which
conferred with Olson wag City.
